While three daughters, seated on a 
perch a short distance away, looked 
en, horror-stricken, John Peavy, 65, 
of Stone Mountain, early Wednesday 
night was killed when the automobile 
he was driving was struck by an in- 
beund Stone Mountain street car at 
Lovejoy stop in Clarkston. He suf- 
fered a fractured skull and internal 
injuries, and died at the Atlanta hos- 
pital a short time after the accident. 

The machine, in which he was rid- 
ing alone, was struck squarely in the 
middle as it crossed the car tracks. 
The automobile was smashed to bits, 
while Peavy was catapulted 25 feet 
through the air. 

The man was on his way from his 
Stone Mountain home to visit a 
daughter, Mrs. Joe Butler, on whose 
rorch. Mrs. Butler and two of her sis- 
ters, Misses Vannie and Mattie D, 
Peavy, were sitting at the time of the 


mishap. 


According to the report ‘submitted 
to officials of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, the accident was 
| unavoidable, as Motorman H. M. At- 
kinson blew the whistle and rang the 
bell as he neared the crossing. Con- 
dvetor Joe Wallace, a veteran street 
car conductor, who has been on the 
Stone Mountain “run” for several 
years, said he knew the danger of the 
crossing and for that reason the car 
invariably approached it at a slow

Two lives were sacrificed and seven 

small children made orphans early 
Wednesday night when W. M. Jack- 
son, 37, of 271 South Whitefoord ave- 
nue, fatally shot his wife and then 
ended his own life as a culmination of 
a series of marital. difficulties and 
quarrels, neighbors assert. Jackson 
was killed instantly when a _ bullet 
crashed into his brain and Mrs, Jack- 
son died two hours later in Grady 
hospital from a wound in her left 
chest. 
The shooting, which took ics in 
a garage at 200 Mills street, was wit- 
nessed _ by Cliff Morgan, a fellow 
workman of Jackson's, who was a 
paint mixer, 

According to information obtained 
by police who investigated the shoo*- 
ing, Mrs. Jackson went to the garage 
to accompany her husband home. An 
argument pertaining to money in the 
possession of Mrs. Jackson, and which 
she had previotsly told her husband 
had been borrowed from a girl friend 
to buy new dresses for two of the 
Jackson girls who will soon graduate 
from Atlanta’ schools, was revived 
when Mrs. Jackson showed her bus- 
band the dresses. | 

Few Words Spoken. 

Following a few heated words, Mor- 
gan claims, Jackson whipped out his 
revolver and fired point-blank at his 
wife. The bullet evidently was aimed 
for her heart and entered the breast 
about an inch below its intended mark. 
Morgan fled from the garage following 
the firing of the first shot and was 
only a few feet from the door when 
the second explosion reverberated 
through the building, he stated. 

Morgan summoned assistance and 
the prostrate bodies, in a rapidly form- 
ing pool 6f blood, were found lying a 
few feet apart. Life had passed from 
Jackson’s body. His wife was re- 
moved to Grady hospital in the ambu- 
Innce of Harry G. Poole. Despite the 
quick run made by the ambulance, 
which reached the hospital nine min- 
utes after the shooting, all efforts to 
save Mrs. Jackson’s life were futile. 

While their parents lie cold in 
death the pall of tragedy has fallen 
over the home and engulfed the seven 
children, who range in age from 19 
months to 14 years. The youngsters 
ure being cared for by neighbors pend- 
ing the completion of other arrange- 
ments. :

HARDWICK RAPS 
ALAN AT 21 MEET 


_ Bitter denunciation of the Ku Klux 
Klan by former Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick marked the meeting Wed- 
nesday night at the Kimball house of 
the “Twenty-one” club, a political or- 
ganization. 

Although the official call for the 
meeting stated that candidates for of- 
fice would be nominated, no such pro- 
cedure was followed. Instead _ the 
meeting was devoted almost entirely 
to two speeches, that of Mr. Hard- 
wick and one by James D. Weaver, 
president of the Farmers’ union. Mr. 
Weaver spoke strictly on agricultural 
matters and insisted that his name 
was placed on the “steering commit- 
tee’ of the club, as published, by 
mistake, 

Paul Mote, national secretary of 
the organization, announced that the 
purpose of the meeting was “in pur- 
suance of a call by the supreme coun- 
cil for the purpose of acquainting 
members assembled with the selection 
of candidates from whom one admin- 
istration candidate is to be chosen for 
each office to be covered by the ap- 
proaching elections.” 

The names read, he stated, are to be 
printed on the customary ballot and 
sent to all members who will mark 
and return them to the steering com- 
mittee. That committee will meet in 
Macon June 10 to pass upon and se- 
lect the several candidates to be in- 
dorsed by the organization. On June 
i] a general meeting will be held in 
Atlanta and this report will be made 
public, that action to constitute the 
indorsement of the organization. 

The list of candidates from which 
the club is to choose those it will in- 
dorse included two names for United 
States senate, neither being the pres- 
ent incumbent; five names for gov- 
ernor, none including the incumbent; 
three for congress from the fifth dis- 
trict, none being the incumbent: three 
for mayor of Atlanta; five for the 
state public service commission: two 
for judge of the Fulton — superior 
court, and three for commissioner of 
agriculture, none being the incumbent. 

When Governor Hardwick began his 
acdress there were 55 present, but as 
others were attracted in from the 
lobby the audience grew’ until there 
were a few more than a hundred pres- 
ent when the former governor had con- 
cluded. 

The subject of the speech was 
“What's the Matter With Georgia.” 
He attacked those who are in office 
and those who, he asserted, are 
“dominating publie office.” He said 
that he has served his time in behalf 
of the public and it is not his pur- 
pose again to offer for office in any 
capacity. He asserted that the trou- 
ble with Georgia is that the people, 
for the moment, “have fallen away 
from the faith of our forefathers and 
forsaken the fundamental principles 
of real Americanism.’ Much of that 
blame he laid on the business men of 
the state who, he said, claim they 
have not the time to give to politics. 

He stated as his purpose, from now 
to the end of the political campaigns 
this year, to bring this appeal to the 
business man and to the farmers, par- 
ticularly that the people be brought 
back to a realization of departure in 
Georgia from that cardinal principle 
of Americanism; ‘‘that civil and reli- 
gious liberty is the cornerstone of 
American freedom; the guarantee to 
every man and woman of his or her 
right to worship God according to the 
dictates of his or her own conscience 
and not according to your, or my dic- 
tation.”

tain a two to one lead over Senator 
Oscar W. Underwood, of Alabama, 
for the presidential indorsement in 
yesterday’s democratic primary, on 
ppg of returns compiled early to- 
night. 
William Jennings Bryan headed the 
list in the yote for delegates-at-large, 
with a lead of several thousand votes 
over his closest competitor. 

Interest in the state, however, cen- 
tered in the race for the guberna- 
torial nomination, with J. W. Mar- 
tin leading Sidney J. Catts, in sec- 
ond place, by 5,296 votes, and Fratk 
KE. Jennings, running third, by 8,693. 

With 70,118 votes tabulated, the 
standing in the gubernatorial race 
was: Martin, 26,567; Catts, 21,271; 
Jernings, 17,874: Worth W. Tram- 
mell, 3,710; Charles H. Spencer, 696. 

Four delegates-at-large are to be 

elected, and two each from the four 
congressional districts in the state. 
The delegates to the democratic na- 
tional convention are pledged to sup- 
port the candidate who receives the 
support of the state. 
_ In the two congressional districts 
in the state in which there was op- 
position, returns indicated that Judge 
R. A. Green, of Stark, would defeat 
Frank Clark, veteran representative 
in congress from the second district, 
for the nomination. Returns from six 
counties In the second district gave 
him approximately a two to one lead. 
Herbert J. Drane, of the first dis- 
trict, apparently has been nominated 
to succeed himself.

_ Will Cut Little Figure. 

_ This makes it almost certain that 
Underwood can cut little figure in 
the convention. It was assumed dur- 
ing all the early part of the cam- 
paign that Underwood would be the 
second choice of the Smith forces, 
As such he would have been a very 
important figure. That expectation 
must now be dismissed. If Smith 
catinot win, his forces will turn tc 
seme one other than Underwood. This 
fact makes an important change ir 
the whole lay-o t of the conventio.. 
If Smith cannot win, his forres mey 
now turn to Governor Ri‘chie, 07 
Maryland. Or they may turn to some 
one like Senator Glass,’ of Virginia, 
who, although identjfied with the Mc- 
Adoo wing of the party, is less objec- 
tionable to the Smith forces than Me- 
Adoo himself. 

As for McAdoo, his fortunes at the 
New York convention depend now on 
the fulfillment of two conditions. 
One is to hearten the morale of his 
own delegates to the point where 
they will all make & last ditch stand 
for him. The other is to arouse u 
state of feeling among the demo- 
cratic voters of the country such as 
will cause pressure on neutral and 
uninstructed delegates to swing ‘+o 
McAdoo. 

Victories Hearten Delegates. 

The first condition has already been 
largely acgomplished by the remark- 
able series of victories McAdoo has 
had, culminating in Florida. Among 
the McAdoo delegates who were being 
elected six to ten weeks ago, there 
were many who were only nominally 
for McAdoo. Theye were for him 
merely because they were dry and 
progressive, and McAdoo was the onis 
outstanding candidate representing 
those principles. At that time they 
did not believe McAdoo was as strong 
as he is now seen to be, and while 
they were nominally for him, they 
really looked forward to some second 
choice. : 

But McAdoo’s success in winning 
state after state has largely changed 
that state of mind. It is now certain 
that McAdoo will enter the conven- 
tion with more delegates than any 
other one candidate, and in matters 


of platform and organizatYon will be 


one of the two groups which will 
dominate the convention. Under that 
eondition, any delegate who is even 
nomially committed to McAdoo will 
be under a moral compulsion to stand 
by him loyally. So far as that goes, 
these delegates do not need any com- 
pulsion. 
Morale Is Strong. 

The mere fact that McAdoo has 
done so well has brought about a 
stronger morale among all the dele- 
gates with even the faintest commit- 
ment to him. The total of these is 
very impressive, If all the delegates 
who are in some degree McAdoo dele- 
gates, including those who are for 
him as second choice, after local 
favorite sons make a good faith effort 
to help McAdoo on the precise bal- 
lots where help wll count most—if 
they all do that, McAdoo should be 
able to register close to 500. Mce- 


two or three hundred delegates who 
are coming to the convention with 
open minds, and with no intention 
other than to pick the candidate who 
seems strongest in the country and 
therefore best adapted to make the 
fight against Coolidge. ' 
_ Opposition Claims 450. 

McAdoo’s opponents, who are lined 
up chiefly behind Governor Smith, 
of New York, are confident that they 
have at least 450 delegates. If a 
group of this size can be held to- 
gether, McAdoo’s nomination can be 
prevented. Not all of the anti-Mc- 
Adeo delegates are pro-Smith  dele- 
gates. For example, Ohio has 48 dele- 
gates. These 48 will vote for James 
M. Cox steadily. doing this they 
will he as effective in preventing Mc- 
Adoo’s nomination as 
voting for Smith. From Indiana 
there are 30 delegates who will vote 
steadily for Ralston. There can be 
little doubt that those leaders who 
are opposing McAdoo have enough 
delegates in the aggregate to veto Mc- 
Adoo’s nomination. McAdoo's pwob- 
lem, therefore, is to manage by an 
early demonstration of strength to 
create such an atmosphere in the 
convention and throughout the coun- 
try as to cause delegates who are 
neutral or close to neutral to come 
over to him. The anti-McAdoo lead- 
ers are confident of the solidarity of 
the delegates they are counting on, 
but they are well aware of McAdoo’s 
resourcesfulness and fighting ability. 
They realize also that the presence 
of McAdoo personally in New York 
to command his forces will be a 
strong factor in his favor. °

A. S. Anderson, of Millen, Ga., who 
told his auditors he held office at 
the hands of democratic electors in 
his district, presented the case in 
chief for the contestants, basing his 
arguments largely on the reorganiza- 
tion of the state party machinery at 
Atlanta in July, 1921, at the request 
of President Harding and officials 
of the ‘natiqnal committee. 

Until that time, he contended, chaos 
had ruled in party counciis in the 
state, 

Always Need Police. 

“Every time we would have a re- 
publican meeting,” he declared, “there 
always was a row and we had to cail 
on democratic policemen to separate 
us. 

Denying allegations by the Johnson 
faction that after the reorganization 
of the party Phillips, as state chair- 
man, had undertaken to read the ne- 
groes of Georgia out of the party, 
Anderson said an effort had been 
madé “to draw. a decency line” in 
the party. He added that negroes 
had participated in the Atlanta con- 
vention and that negroes had been 
elected delegates at the convention 
last April. . 

Anderson, in concluding, said that 
while the 1921 convention had rec- 
ommended Phillips for national com- 
mitteeman in place of Johnson, *e 
was authorized to say that Phillips 
had withdrawn and that if the con- 
testants should be seated some one 
else would be chosen. 

This announcement appeared to 
furnish Johnson the cue for his in- 
troductory remarks. - 

“The contestants here,” he said, 
“are playing the tragedy of Caesar 
with Caesar left out. Where is the 
national commiteeman you elected at 
Atlanta? Can you answer in de- 
cency. I will tell you where he is.

Told Harding of “Blunder.” 

While ec nceding that he had sent 
in the names of.140 persons to be 
invited to the reorganization meeting 
in 1921, Johnson igsisted that it was 
not his understanding that it was a 
reorganization session, but rather a 
gathering of party leaders to promote 
the welfare and growth of the re- 
publican state organization. 

Dramatically relating a conversa-~- 
tion which he said he had with Presi- 
dent Harding at the white house be- 
fore Mr. Harding left for Alaska, 
Jchnson declared the president had 
told him that a blunder had been 
made in recognizing the organization 
formed at the 1921 Atlanta gather- 
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“ ‘That. has been the blunder of my 
life.’ ’’ Johnson quoted the president 
as saying. “‘I am going to set it 
right as soon as I get back from 
Alaska.’ ”’ 

Prompted by Negress. 

Johnson denied in response to an 
inquiry from the contestants that he 
had ever stated at a district conven- 
tion in Georgia that he was glad 
President Harding was dead. 

“You know I didn’t say it,” he 
shouted. “And, furthermore, your in- 
formant won’t face me here or in 
Georgia and say that I did.” 

He was told that State Chairman 
Goree of the Johnson organization had 
made an affidavit to that effect. 

Johnson frequently was prompted 
from the audience by a negro woman. 

Several of the Johnson delegates 
also were heard. Dr. W. Gillam. 
of MeKayville, Ga., told the commit- 
tee that when Mr. Kealing visited 
Atlanta to assist in forming the re- 
organization meeting he had brought 
word that Dr. Gillam could not be the 
state chairman. 

Hager Questions Rights. 

“Tt demanded to know why I could 
net accept the place,” he said.

Dr. Gillam declared he had been a 
life-long party worker and that his 
district polled an unusually large re- 
publican vote and that he was en- 
titled to the state chairmanship if he 
elected to accept it. 

Clinton B. Hager, United States 
district atterney at Atlanta, chalien- 
gel the right of three members of 
the national committee to enter a 
state and undertake to organize the 
party machinery. 

He declared also that at the time 
Phillips had been ‘forced on us,”’ he

Concluding, he declared, F. G. Boat- 
wright, of Cordele, Ga., one of the 
contestants. declared that until the 
Atlanta meeting there had been ‘“‘po- 
litical anarchy” in Georgia. He 
charged that after the 1920 election 
three separate factions came into be- 
ing and trailed President Harding 
seeking patronage, but added that 
none of the Phillips faction had been 
among these. 

Boatwright also charged, and the 
Johnson delegates agreed, that they 
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replied that they had quit only after 
efforts had been made to convert the 
party into a “lily white” one. 

Going into executive session, the 
committee continued the controversy 
with half a dozen members speaking 


_|for and against the contending fac- 


tions. Mr. Kealing took the lead in 
the argument to seat the Phillips del- 
egation,: but the production of the 
letter sent by President Harding 
turned the tide.. ‘ 

‘ Coolidge Men Voted “Johnson.” 


William M. Butler,. of Massachu- 
setts, preconvéntion manager for 
President Coolidge, voted to seat the 
Johnson delegation as did the proxy 
for C. Bascom Slemp, secretary to 
President Coolidge, and national com- 
mitteeman from Virginia.

considered fashionable for higher edu. 
cation to scoff at God. Precocious 
brains, salacious books, infidel minds 
—all these helped to produce this 
murder. Remember that purity of 
heart must keep pace with bri'liance 
of intellect. The sovl is more impor- 
tant than the mind.” 

Sunday pointed a_ shaking finger 
at no one in particular, saying that 
“Chicago, with its 300 murders in one 
year, was setting the pace for the rest 
of the world in its dance towards the 
lower regions.

Paris, June 4.—While communists 
and socialists were gayly fighting a 
fist and paper wad battle in the 
French chamber amid cries from the 
“reds” “Long live the Soviets,” 
President Millerand Wednesday took 
the first steps toward picking a suc- 
cessor to Raymond Poincare from the 
new radically controlled chamber’ 

Millerand summoned ex-Premier 
Paul Painleve, now president of the 
chamber, and Gaston Domergue, pres- 
ident of the senate, to confer with 
him at the Elysee palace Thursday 
morning. Then, after discussing party 
alignments, he will probably summon 
Edward Herriott, leader of the rad- 
ical bloc, who is expected to be the 
‘next premier. 


Millerand to Fight. 


Painleve, a strong figure in the rad- 
ical line, was swept to victory in the 
elections for president of the cham- 
ber Wednesday. With this final proof 
of radical strength, the real battle in 
the struggle to oust Millerand as 
president began, 

Millerand has now decided to fight 
to retain power. 


| Painleve’s inaugural speech was 
marred by a. noisy demonstration, 
which nearly resulted in a pitcned 


battle. Communists booed a quotation 
from‘ the late socialist leader, Jaures, 
and a socialist deputy hurled a paper 
wad at the “red” benches, Commn- 
nists hurled other wads back, and 
started to retaliate with their fists. 

Groups on both sides of the house 
rose shouting, and above the din rang 
out the communist battle ery of 
“Long Live the Soviets.” -The :lis- 
order was finally quieted, however. 

Earlier in the day Herriott, in a 
speech at a luncheon of the Anglo- 
American Correspondents’  associa- 
tion here, made what he termed prob- 
ably his last public statement as a 
private citizen. 

Reassuring foreign nations regard- 
ing the aims of the radical bloc, Her- 
riot said: 

“T am not an anarchist, or even a 
communist.

Jesuits May Rebuild 
Seminary To Train 
Priests at Macon 


Macon, Ga., June 4—(Special.)— 
St. Stanislaus college, destroyed by — 
fire several years ago, may be rebuilé 
here. A letter from Rev. E. J. Bere 
nard, former head of the college, re- 
ceived here today, says the Jesuits 
are giving the matter serious cone 
sideration. 

It has developed that three sites 
for the new and larger college are 
being considered. One is in Macon, 
where the former college stood; an- 
other at Nashville, Tenn., and a third y 
in North Carolina. 

The Macon Chamber of Commerce 
and local civic elubs plan to exert 
their influence in having Macon 
again chosen as the home for the 
Jesuit seat of learning. 

The college will be operated as a 
training schoo) for priests and will 
bring at least 300 students.

PROH| LAW VIOLATIONS 
ON DECREASE IN 1924 


Violations of the prohibition law in 
Georgia have decreased at least 50 
per cent this year, as against viola- 
tions in 1923, according to ‘is losures 
in the monthly report of the federal 
prohibition department for Georgia, 
released Wednesday by Fred D. Dis- 
muke, in charge of the department. 

“The whisky situation in Georgia,” 
Mr. Dismuke stated, “has improvcd 
so that our force of agents has been 
decreased from the number requireG 
last year. Fewer stills are found, 
and there is little flagrant vivlation of 
the law.” 

The report shows that during the 
month of May there were 154 illicit 
stills seized and destroyed; 1,143 gal- 
lons of whisky, 135,480 gallons of 
beer, 1,484 fermenters, $3,823.35 
worth of property seized and de 
stroyed, and 125 persons reported ana 
recommended for prosecution. The 
number of persons arrested for viola- 
tion of prohibition laws totaled &9 
and 70 convictions were secured in 
courts, according to the report.

The stock, bond and commodity 
markets reflect the business senti- 


ment of the country as a whole, and

All market reports indicate an 
improvement incident to the presi- 
dent’s approval of the new revenue

The strengthening effect of an 
early adjournment of congress is old 
and always unmistakable. No stu- 
dent of economics can overlook the 
fact that every fixed adjournment 


of congress brings with it a rally in/ 


business. Conversely, the convening 
of congress always brings depres- 
sion. 

Why is it? Is there not some- 
thing seriously wrong with 2 gov- 
ernmental systemethat precipitates 
an acute business depression at the 
very knowledge of the assembling 
of the legislative branch? The rea- 
son is. common knowledge. It is 
the unrest, the apprehension that 
congress may do something to de- 
stroy instead of to construct; to 
ham-string business instead of to 
encourage its development. It Is 
the fear of the political aspects that 
are usually built around selfish pur- 
poses rather than for the good and 
the material welfare of the country. 

An illustration was presented 
forcibly in Tuesday’s rail markets, 
following the defeat of Senator La 
Follette and his group of radicals 
in their attempt to recess instead of 
to adjourn congress. 

This means at least the indefinite 
deferring of any radical railroad leg- 
islation, the Wisconsin senator be- 
ing not only an advocate of federal 
ownership, but the author of a 
series of measures that if passed 
as written would tear up the rails 
of every operating road in this coun- 
try. And to this realization that La 
Follette could not wreck the roads 
at this session, at least, the markets 
in rails responded with gratifying 
strength. 

Business is afraid of a congress 
that swings like a pendulum to the 
expediencies of politics. And so 
long as the American electorate 
will permit political log-rolling to 
shape the destinies of economic leg- 
islation just so long will the busi- 
iness of this country shy from con- 
gress. 

If congress, to adjourn next Sat- 
urday, will just stay adjourned until 
next December, and will do nothing 
radically mischievous between now 
and the hour of adjournment, the 
pendulum of business generally will 
quickly pick up even though this 
is general election year, which is 
aiways more or less disturbing.

The school will conduct a sum-| 
mer school for teachers in July 
and a summer school for students 
in August. 

These schools should be more 
fully appreciated by the _ people. 
This is a day of vocational train- 
ing—of doing scientifically and cor- 
rectly what is to be done, whether 
it be the building of a railroad, or 
the development of a water-power, 
or the building of a chicken-house, 
or the development of a herd of 
blooded live stock.

Again he 
assumes that because I have. denied 
the existence of such an entity or 
disease or condition as “cold” or 
“rheumatism,” I deny that anything 
ails folks who are content to label 
their maladies with these meaning- 
less names. 

Certainly T do deny that there is 
any such disease entity as “cold” or 
“eatarrh,’ or “rheumatism,’’ or 
‘change of life.” or “acute indiges 
tien,” or “nervous breakdown’ or 
“impure blood,” or “weak lungs.” T 
fe not deny that these meaningless 
names are applied to innumerable 
maladies by those who do not know. 
de not care or do not wish to divulge 
what really is the matter. 

In denying that there is such a dis- 
ease entity as a “cold” I fully realize 
that I may seem to run counter to the 
teachings of many health authorities 
and the common practice of physi. 
ejans. Yet I challenge any one to 
define a “cold” in such terms as-any 
other experts or authority on health 
or disease will agree to. The great 
difficulty in all discussions of this 
svbject is that each individuai has his 
own peculiar conception vf what a 
“cold” is. and no two conceptions co- 
incide. For that reason there is a)- 
ways plenty of room for endless argu- 
ment, for if you get an opponent in a 
corner you invariably discover that 
he has been talking about. I challenge 
avite different from that which. you 
have been talking about. I challenge 
any health authority, physician,

The executive of the Third Inter- 
nationale at Moscow has decided to 
abandon its crusade against religion.

Today's contest produced the out- 
standing scoring feat of the week 
when Wilfred Cox, a husky young 
professional from Brooklyn, covered 
the 6,880-yard layout in 69, three 
better than par. Out in 36, Cox re- 
turned in 33. 

Has Big Part in Win. 

Teaming it with Pat Doyle, the 
Brooklyn player had a_ prominent 
yart in the easterners’ victory. They 
were opposed to Laurie Ayton and 
Dewey Webber, Chicagoans, in the 
final foursome, and Cox's speedy 
pace coming home enabled his side 
to win the point on which the out- 
come of the team match hinged. 

When the golfers from the Atlantic 
seaboard grabbed two of the three 
points at stage in each of the first 
three foursomes, it looked like a 
walkaway for the east. Eddie Loos 
and George Kerrigan, in the fourth 
squad to finish, tightened the match 
by winning all three points from 
their. eastern rivals, Joe Kirkwood 
and Joe Ternesa. That tied the totals 
at six points each, but the west fell 
one point behind again when Pat 
O'Hara and Dave Spittall, the latter 
of Savannah. won from Davey Rob- 
ertson. and Wilfred Reid, Detroiters, 
two points to one, That is the way 
it stood when Cox and Doyle came 
breezing down the stretch. The latter 
pair picked up a point on the second 
nine after dropping one on the first 
and gained enough of a margin on 
the second half to win the deciding 
point of the match.

Fairways seemed to have become 
faster overnight and long hitting from 
the tees featured Wednesday's play. 
This and the fact that totals under 


75 have become more frequent caus- 


ed many to scoff at the idea that 
even 296 will be good emough to win 
the championship. They say that the 
players had been shooting under ad- 
verse conditions previous to Wednes- 
day and that from now on the scor- 
ing will be much lower.

in an auditorium at the Tri-State 
fair grounds. 

In Session Most of Day. 

Convening at i€ o'clock this morn 
ing the old velerans remained in ses- 
sion until mid-afternoon. They heard 
a number of speeches by men and 
women who paid glorious tribute to 
the south and the cause for which 
they fought ‘Then hundreds of them 
climbed into automobiles and followed 
the bands playing their old war songs 
in. a monster parade of civic organi- 
zations, while still other hundreds 
witnessed the competitive drill of 
Rk. O. T. CG. cadets in the huge audi- 
turium where the reunion sessions are 
being held. 

Then, as the sun went down, 
turned their weary footsteps away 
from the scenes which taxed their 
strength and pitched their tents on 
the old camp grounds, to spend hours 
with memory’s charms and to swap 
stories of the war days. 

The veterans were welcomed to 
‘Tennessee and Memphis by Governor 
Austin Peay and Mayor Rowlett 
Paine, both sons of Confederate 
veterans, and both of whom re- 
counted the glories of the past and 
the promises of the future. They 
were greeted by the heads of the al- 
lied organizations, meeting here in 
annual conventions this week.

In buying land, however, farmers, 
do not take account of the true rela- 
tion between the value of marginil 
land and the greater value of more 
heavily produc:ng land.

They have cost se mved 
an acre that they cannot possihly he 
made profitable at present prevailing 
prices of farm products. One very 
definite consequence of this disregard 
for a fundamental law of economics 
has been the disastrous farmer fail-

Slight Increase 
In Failures Seen 


For Month of May 


Despite a further contraction of 


business activity, the number of fail- 
ures.in the United States during May 
rose only a little more than 6 per 
cent, while liabilities decreased: about 
25 per cent. Numbering 1,816, last 
month's commercial defaults are 109 
in excess of the April totuk of 1,797, 
whereas the $26,590,905, of indebted- 
ness reported to R. G. Dun & Co., is 
smaller by fully $12,800,000 than the 
$48.904.452 of the earlier month. 
Moreover, there is a reduction of al: 
most 11 per cent from the $41,022.,- 
2977 of May, 1923, though a numert- 
cal increase of 8.7 per. cent is 
shown in comparison with the 1,656 
failures of that period. The Mas 
liabilities are also well “uncer those 
of the same month of both 1922 ana 
1921, and the number of defaults ix 
much below the vwotal @f 1,960 of 
May, 1922—the high port for the 
month. 

A feature of the May returns is the 
falling off in large failures, those for 
$100,000 or more of indebtedness 1 
each case numbering 59 and ‘nvolving 
$15,237,425 altogether. These figures 
represent decreases of 12 in number 
and fully $13,800,000 in amount from 
the totals for April, reductions ov- 
curing in both the manufacturing and 
trading classes. The number of large 
failures in May, 1923 was 51, or 
eight less than was reported last 
month, but the _ liabilities of the 
arlier period approximated $22,600,- 
000, or $7,360,000 more than in the 
present instance.

New York, June 4.—Stock prices 
developed marked buoyancy early to- 
day under the leadership of the rail- 
road shares, but a wave of realizing 
and professional selling of the oil 
stock developed towards the close, 


undermined the entire market and 
cancelled most of the day’s gains. Ex- 
panding trading activities, which 
earried the total sales to almost 800,- 
000 shares reflected the influence of 
favorable Washington developments. 

Outstanding. strength of the rail- 
road stocks which maintained their 
lead throughout the day, indicated 
that Wall street placed great em- 
phasis upon the scant possibility of 
any adverse legislation m the waning 
session of congress. ‘The broad buy- 
ing movement of rails, centered par- 
ticularly in: the southern and south- 
western carriers, carried a half-doagn 
or more issues to the highest levels of 
the year. 

Recurrent rumors of additional oil 
price cuts provided the excuse for an 
attack on these issues, and the suc- 
cess of this drive unsettled other sec- 
tions of the list. The weekly steel 
trade reviews, estimating the opera- 
tions of the-industry as a whole at 
50 per cent of caracity, offered little 
encouragement, although it was pre- 
dicted that the June output would 
not fall far helow this figure. 

The response of the senate’s vote 
to adjourn congress this week was 
most noticeable in the accumulation 
of rail shares. New high records for 
the year were established by “Nickel 
Plate,’ Pere Marquette, Southern 


Railway and Missouri Pacific com- 
mon and preferred issues. Atchison 
duplicated its 1924 high price of 


American Water Works, which 
was the feature of yesterday’s trad- 
ing continued its sensational advance, 
soaring more than six points to a 
new high record at 71 in the early 
trading. Subsequent profit taking re- 
duced its gain and it closed the day 
at 67, a net advance of two points. 
Improvement in earnings, which in 
the first quarter were sufficient to 
cover 7 per cent preferred dividend 
requirements for the entire year, was 
the only explanation advanced for 
the action of the stock. 

Strength of American Water 
Works imparted a firm tone to other 
public utility issues, many of which 
sold at the year’s best levels.

Although most industrial leaders 
figured in the early improvement they 
ended the day with fractional reces- 
sions. A wave of price-cutting in raw 
and refined sugar exerted depressing 
influence on the stocks of these com- 
panies. Cosden and Producers and 
Refiners were singled out for attack 
among the oil shares, dropping 11-2 
to 21-2 roints. 

A decline of about 20 points in 
French francs to below five cents 
for the second time this week pro- 
vided the feature of the foreign ex- 
change market, Selling originating in 
speculative quarters and attributed 
to uneasiness over the French politi- 
eal situation forecd the afternoon 
trading to around 4.95 cents. Earlier 
in the day the rate had held steady 
around 5.12 cents. Sterling closed 
fractionally lower around $4.30 3-4. 

Call money, after opening at 3 per 
cent. receded to 23-4, where it held 
until the close. Time funds were of- 
fered as low a 33-4 per cent, but the 
prevailing rate was 4 to 1-4 on 
the longer accommodations. Commer- 
cial paper was active with rates un- 
changed from 4 to 41-2 per cent.

Of New Corporations Formed

New York, June 4.—These whe 
keep in close touch with industria! 
developments realize that when there 
is a change either for the better or 
worse, the coming change is seen in 
the east before it is in the wes‘. 
There is a perfectly good explanation 


for this. It is not because the aver- 
age intelligence in this part of the 
country is higher. It’s because the 
east has a higher development of in- 
dustry and hence better wachinery 
for judging existing and coming con- 
ditions. As the west is dependent 
upon the east, however, for such 
judgment, so is this part of the cour- 
try dependent upon highly developed 
industrial New England. New Ens- 
land saw the existing slowing down 
in general industry coming before the 
signs were detected by most people 
here in Wall street. consequently it 
is of interest to point out at this 
time that while New Eng:snd cotton 
manufacturers see signs of better 
days ahead, the consensus of opinion, 
according to today’s Boston  dis- 
patches, is that there will not be a 
return to a reasonably normal sched- 
ule of operations until wages and 
general living costs are reduced 
throughout the entire economic fabric 
of that and other sections of the coun- 
try.

UNION COLLEGE PREXY 
TAKES RAP A BUTLER 


Durham, N. C.. June 4.—Dr. 
Charles Alexarder Richmond, presi- 
dent of Union college, Schnectady, N. 
Y., today attacked Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler's stand on the prohi- 
bition question in an address at the 
commencement exercises of Trinity 
college here. 

“To say that the eighteenth amend- 
ment has been imposed on the ma- 
jority by a fanatical bloc is simply 
silly,” he declared. “Every man who 
knows anything about public opinion 
outside his own four corners. knows 
that general sentiment is in favor of 
present law. If this is not so, why 
do the politicians, including Butler, 
agree that a wet plank in the plat- 
form would mean defeat for any party 
that was stupid enough to put it 
there? 

“The president of Columbia univer- 
sity tells us that prohibition is eat- 
ing out the vitals of the nation today 
as slavery did for 50 years before the 
Civil war. Intelligence tests show 
that the average American mind is 
that of a boy of 13. It would have 


to be still lower to take such a state- | 


ment seriously. 

“Thirsty souls might well face the 
fact that there is no more chance of 
repealing the eighteenth amendment 
and returning to the saloon’ than 
there is of repealing the thirteenth 
amendment and restoring slavery. I 
have referred to this because I want 
you in the south to know that Presi- 
dent Butler does not speak for the 
colleges of the north and east any 
more than he does in the south and 
west.” 

Whether people like the eighteenth 
amendment or not, Dr. Richmond 
said, is aside from the point and to 
keep telling them that the prohibition 
law is an infringement of their lib- 
erties is only another way of advis- 
ing them to break the law. 

“No amount of explaining 
make it anything else,” he said.

AIRSHIP MAKES PORT 
TAROUGH DENSE FOG 


N. J., June 4.—The 
giant navy  dirigible, 
broke through a heavy bank of fog 
this morning and returned to its base 
almost 24 hours after beginning a 
1,000-mile trip over three states dur- 
ing which it crossed the Canadian 
border at Niagara Falls. During the 
last few hours of the cruise the dirigi- 
ble hovered in a dense fog over its 
home port, guided only by radio mes- 
sages and sirens on the field. It was 
nearly three hours. after reaching 
Lakehurst that the ship was put into 
its hangar. 

Commander Zachary 
U. S. N., commanded the ship on 
this, its first important cruise since 
breaking away from its mooring mast 
early in the year. and the only one 
without Captain Anton Heinen, the 
German Zeppelin expert, as the direc- 
tor of its flights. 

The flight was over New Jersey 
cities from Lakehurst to New York, 
thence up the Hudson to Albany,

_ The ship was unaccounted for dur- 
ing an hour and a half early this 
morning when radio messages were 
not received from her and the naval 
Station radio operator obtained no 
answer to his signals. 

The Shenandoah left her base at 
7:15 a. m. eastern standard time 
Tuesday, arriving at Albany at noon 
where her presence was a feature of 
the city’s tercentenary celebration. 
The visit later to Niagara Falls was 
the first ever made by such a craft 
through the uncertain air currents 
prevailing in that region. 

Going to Albany the Shenandoah 
traveled about the same lane followed 
ov years ago by Hendrik Hudson. 
The Shenandoah made the trip in 
about aS many hours as it tooks days 
for Hendrik Hudson.

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PAINLEVE ELECTED 
CHAMBER PRESIDENT 


Paris, June 4.—(By The Associat- 
ed Press.)—President Millerand sum- 
moned Paul Painleve, former pre- 
mier and newly elected president of 
the chamber of deputies, to the Ely- 
see palace to day for a consultation 
in regard to the. formation of a new 
cabinet to succeeed the outgoing cab- 
inet headed by Raymond Poincare. 

The consultation at the Elysee 
will take place at 10 o'clock tomor- 
row morning, after which the presi- 
dent of the republic will receive in 
audience, Gaston Doumergue, presi- 
dent of the senate. 

Painleve today was elected presi- 
dent of the chamber of deputies, 
296 votes having been cast for him 
as against 209 for Andre Maginot, 
former minister of war. Andre 
Marty, who served a prison sen- 
tence for his part in the Black Sea 
fleet mutiny before Sebastopol, re- 
ceived twenty-seven votes for the 
presidency of the chamber. 

The chances of M. Painleve for 
the presidency of the republic are 
though to have been somewhat shaken 
by the result of the voting in the 
chamber, as his vote for the presi- 
dency of that body represents only 
majority of twelve of its full strength. 
On the other hand the friends of 
President Millerand are much en- 
couraged by the unexpected strength 
shown. in opposing the former pre- 
mier. 

“The coalition of the left,’ M. 
Millerand’s friends said after the bal- 
loting, “took: their victory too sav- 
agely. The reaction was bound to 
come. M. Herriot is quite as likely as 
M. Millerand to be a victim of the 
unprecedented situation brought 


, abgut by the campaign of the social- 


ist$ against the present occupant of 
the Elysee.” 

The majority of sixty out of a to- 
tal vote of 532 was a disappointment 
to the leaders of the left biec and a 
surprise to the opposition. M. Pain- 
leve polled less than the total vote of 
the joint caucus of the coalition on 
Sunday while M. Maginot received 
much stronger support than _ his 
friends had counted upon, The con- 
clusion drawn in the lobbies after the 
vote was announced. was that in view 
of the fact that there were mre than 
forty abstentions and most of them 
outside of the bloc of the left the 
margin of the new majority would be 
precariously small.

Washington, June 4.—Strong indi- 
cations were apparent in democratic 
circles here today that Senator Thom- 
as J. Walsh, of Montana, probably 
would be selected as permanent chair- 
man of the party's national conven- 
tion in New York.
